Page, jailer of thi* county wa* awak- 
ened by a noise in the guard room of 
the jail, where be was sleeping, and 
found himself aurrounded by masked 
men, two of whom had him covered 
with guns. They ordered him to 
open tbe jail aod deliver to them 
Jake McDowell, a negio. He at 
once began to remonstrate, hut the 
gnna were placed at hia breast aod 
be waa told to obey or take the con- 
ae<{uencea. Being powerless to offer 
reaistanee, he opened the doors, when 
two of the men went in and dragged 
the sleeping negro from hia bed. 
Having aeeured their man they <|niet- 
ly departed. 

Shortly after the mob had left sev- 
eral shots were heard on tbe Provi- 
dence road. As soon as poisihle the 
jailer notified the sheriff and other 
offloera of what had occurred. In 
the meantime a young aonof the jailer 
and a Mr. Herron, while following 
the mob, found the dead body of the 
negro lying in the publio road with 
three bullet wounds thru it. The 
body was just outside the corporate 
limits of tbe town, and not mure than 
a half mile from the jail. 

Tbe crime for which McDowell waa 
dealt sueh terrible punishment was 
the shooting by him on March 14 of 
Smith Childers, who was Deputy 
Marshall of Providence. Childers 
haa BO far recovered that he is able 
to walk about, aod the rase against 
McDowell had been set for trial at 
the coming July term of court. 

Od the night McDowell was arrest- 
ed a mob came to take him, but he 
had been hurried away to Henderson 
hut excitement had <|uicted dowo, 
and It was thought safe lo return 
him at Dixon. This is the first time
